Maine Auto Association the new regu- 
lations regarding Maine automobiles 
in New Hampshire, do not apply to 
passenger cars, but to trucks. 
This 


statement was made after the associa- 
tion-, had got In touch with the New 
Hampshire Commission of motor ve- 
hicles on the "subject. The law re- 
garding tourist or passenger cars re- 
mains exactly the same and. they will 
he allowed to tour within the borders 
of tho statae for the "full limit that 
has been allowed in the past. The New 
Hampshire Commissioner states that 
his ruJins was made for the very same 
reason^as that of Massachusetts when 
the same situation came up a year 
ag-o. He claims that all the trouble 
had been brought about by* the Maine 
law prohibiting motor trucks to come 
to that state without taking out a 
part time license. 


As New Hamapshire does not have 


euch a law Commissioner Griffin rnled 
as did Registrar Goodwin, of Massa- 
chusetts that the only thing left -for 
him to do to offset Maine's action was 
to impose a full time license fee. upon 
all trucks entering' the Granite State. 


The Maine Automobile Association 


at the last session of the legislature 
endeavored to have the Maine law re- 
pealed because of these 
retaliatory 


reguations on the part ol the neigh- 
boring states which it fet -would be 
very harmul to Maine and that 
the 


loss in Money to Maine truck owners 
would bo far greater than the amount 
of revenue which the state would ob- 
tain from this source. The legislature, 
however, did not accept the judgment 
of the Automobile Association, and the 
law was unchanged.

Boffses ol the bureau of fisheries, De- 
partment of Commerce, believes that 
there ought to be a change in the 
Maine law regarding lobsters, 
which 


at the present time forbids the sale 
of fES bearing lobsters. Mr. Hoffses 
contends it would be wiser to permit 
the sale of these lobsters to,the bureau 
so it can increase 
extensiveley 
the 


jiumterof lobsters, liach egg-bearing 
lobster has about 35,000 eggs. 
The 


bureau would pay the market price 
for these lobsters. When one of these 
lobsters is caught by a lobsterman. It 
Js marked by having a hole cut in its 
tail. The state- pays tor the lobster 
•which is put back again in the water. 
Sometimes the «ame lobster is 'caught 
'•over and over again. Additional cuts 
are made in its tail and the lobster- 
jnan is paid each time he catches the 
game lobster. 


"When lobsters are abundant and the 


prices low, the MS dealers purchase 
large Quantities and place them "in 
their pounds Icr the season when there 
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•will be a demand. Among these lob- 
sters there may be many egg-bearing 
ones but the eggs have not extruded 
themselves but eventually they ap- 
pear. According" to the law ol the state 
these loV-ters are not permitted to be 
sold, alt-ough the dealers undouet- 
edly consider they have a right to sell 
because they bought' these 
lobsters 


with that intent in 'view, the sex of 
the lobster at that time being unde- 
terminable. If the dealers live up to 
the law they win suffer a loss. Mr. 
Hoffses says the old state law gov- 
erning lobsters is better than the pres- 
ent law which places obstacles in the 
way of the bureau obtaining in these 
egg bearing lobsters from'the lobster- 
merx and dealers. 


"If it was so that the bureau could 


have a free hand in developing the 
lobster industry in Maine said 
Mr. 


Hoffses, "it would not be necessary 
for the dealers to 'buy lobsters 
in 


Canada. 
Prom each lobster, 
bearing 


thousands of eggs, many lobsters could 
be raised and thus make the industry 
a most flourishing one. There Js a 
constant increasing demand for lobs- 
ters. Proper precaution should be ta- 
ken that the supply does not become 
exhausted by unwise management."

When Postmaster Genera! New goes 


on his vacation toward the end of this 
month, to be gor.o ,n -the Michigan 
woods,' until June 15, he will leave be- 
hind him a two or three million dollar 
deficit in the postal service.

propriated for them. There will still 
be tho old theoretical "deficit"—prob- 
ably about 535,00,00 for the year to end 
June 30 next, and then there will be 
this new and reaUdeficit of $2,000,000 to 
$3,000,000. which will represent money 
expended which Congress has not ap- 
propriated. 


The postmaster general now knows 


.the full force of that old saw about 
what would happen if an irresistible 
force meets an Immovable object. If 
'it comes to moving the United States 
mails—well, they must be moved. 


It was because Mr. New was faced 


with a modern problem a great deal 
like the old classic that he knows more 
about, it today than most people. When 
he became postmaster general the pos- 
tal service realized that there were not 
enough funds to carry its work on un- 
til June 30, the end of the fiscal year. 


But tho mails must be moved. There 


is law to that effect. And there also is 
law to the effect that no government 
department must exceed its appropria- 
:Ions. To do so places the cabinet of- 
ficial involved—at least, theoretically— 
n a bad way. 


• The irresistible force of the necessity 
if moving the people's mail has met, 
luring the last few months, the im- 
movable object of not exceeding - the 
appropriations, both regular and 
de- 


ficiency. 


The irresistible force wins: 
Despite the lack of money and the 


aw against exceeding the appropria- 
tions, the postal service has kept the 
mails moving on schedule. 


The postmaster general and his as- 


sistants did not hesitate a second when 
they discovered in April that'the mon- 
ey was giving out. They economized 
as far as possible—and then 
deter- 


mined to keep the United States postal 
service at its normal high standards, 
'despite the lack of money.

San Antonio, Tex., May 24.—A night 


to the Panama Canal Zone wilt oe un- 
dertaken not later than this fall -by the 
United States Army. Air Service, em- 
ploying the same*type of De Havlland 
planes used in ordinary flying"overland 
In the continental United States, ac- 


. cording "to report reaching Kelly Field 


from Washington. All nations whose 
•territory will be entered or crossed by 
the flyers have given their consent to 
tho flight, the last communication sig- 
nifying assent to the proposal having 
reached Washingto^ recently. 


The exact course has not been decid- 


ed, but roughly will pursue the. same 
route followed by the San Antonio to 
Porto Rico flight, -via Cuba, Hayti, the 
Dominican Republic, Porto Rico.thence 
across the Windward and Leeward Is- 
lands to the coast of South America 
and to the Canal Zone. Upon the re- 
turn trip the planes either would cross 
Central America and Mexico, or return 
across the water route to the continen- 
tal United States at Florida and thence 
to Washington. 


- It is rumored in air circles that nine 
planes will be used in the flight. This 
re-port doubtless has basis in the fact 
that four new DeHaviland 4B-3 planes 
have been built recently at the San 
'Antonio Air Intermediate Depot, Kelly 
Field, while the remaining five used in 
the San Antonio to Porto Rico night 
havp been taken

flown to San Antonio for the start, or 
the four from here taken to Dayton 
and the start made there.
